CLAIM OF SELF-DEFENSE 
PUT FORWARD BY TRABUE 


Attorney Says That‘as Soon 

as He Entered Office of 
Stokes the Latter Began 
to Act in a Threatening 
Manner. 


Nashville, Tenn... November 15.— 
Charles C. Trabue, who shot and killed 
Harry S. Stokes, another attorney, in' 
the latter’s office April 26, today testi- 
fied that he shot in self-defense after 
Stokes had attacked him when he went 
to his office to ask for a retraction 
of alleged insu!ts. 

He testified that Stokes’ enmity was 
aroused three years ago in a lawsuit. 
Stokes’ enmity was further aroused a 
short time later when Mrs. Stokes, in 
1913, retained him to secure for her a 
divorce. The bill was never filed as 
@ reconciliation later was effected. 
Trabué testified that when he was 
retained by Mrs. Stokes she warned 
him against her husband and told him 
that Stokes was “the most dangerous 
and treacherous criminal living.” Her 
words were excluded from the record, 
but Trabue was permitted to tell the 
jury that Mrs. Stokes had warned him 
against her husband. 

EKnmity of Stokes Areused. 

Stokes’ enmity further was aroused 
late in 1915 when Trabue entered. the 
so-called taxpayers’ suit as opposing 
counsel. 

Trabue testified that on the morning 
of April 26 he sat down and began 
to think over the personalities that 
had been indulged in duripg the law- 
suit. - : | : 

“Tl wasn’t willing for things to go 
on any further,’ he testified. “I had 
madce‘every expression of a purpose to 
preserve peace, more than any decent 
man ought to make. The only course 
that appeared open to me was to go 
back to the lawsuit and the. first time 
Mr. Stokes did or said anything to me 
was to denounce him publicly. 

“Then I felt that a-public denuncia~ 
tion would bound te be resented by. 
him. 1 didn’t believe “he wantéd $0 
drive me that far. I had the convic- 
tion that if Mr. Stokes understood that 
I had reached the limit of my for- 
bearance and learned it from. me that, 
it would avert ttouble,. The only de- 
cent and proper thing for me to do, 
it seemed, was to go to Mr. Stokes 
and ask him to. retract his offensive | 
statements-and if he did not, to tell him 
that the next time he insulted me I 
was going. to publicly denounce, him.” 

Having made up hig mind, he said, 
he put his pistul in his pocket and 
went to Stokes’ office. He armed him- 
self, he said, “solély because of Stokes’ 
threatening attitude toward me and 
for my own protection.” 

After waiting a few moments in 
Stokes’ waiting room until a client had 
passed out he entered the private office 
where he saw Stokes with his left leg 
swung over a corner of the desk. 

_ What He Said to Stokes. 

“Mr. Stokes, I have not come -here to 
have trouble, but to have an under- 
standing,” he claimed to have said upon 
entering Stokes’ office. “You have said 
things about me that are false and of- 
fensive and I am entitled to a retrac- 
tion, and I have come here to ask you 
to retract.” 

“Almost from the moment that I be- 
gan to speak,” Trabue said, “Mr. Stokes 
straightened up and began, very slowly, 
‘with very short steps to come out into 
the open and around toward me. . I 
didn’t want to be over-hasty in any- 
thing that I did or said there. I didn’t 
want to command him to keep away 
if by any possibility it was unneces- 


gary. . 


“He stopped when I quit talking. He | 


stepped forward again. I said, ‘Keep 
back, I am armed.’ I had my pistol in 
my right coat pocket. As I said that, 
'Btokes sprang at me. I saw his left 
arm come toward my throat. I never 
saw his right hand. As he sprang at 
me I threw forward the left side of my 
body and threw out my arm and tried 
to pull my pistol. I was rammed back 
against the wall. I thought I had

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A. K. HAWKES. 


AK. HAWKES DIES 
WEDNESDAY NIGHT 


Prominent Atlantan Had 


| Liberal Giver to Philan- 
thgopies in City. 


After an illmess of several weeks, 
A. K. Hawkes, well-known philanthro- 
pist, one of the leading opticians of 
the south and for many years a citi- 
zen of Atlanta, died last night at 6 
o’clock at the Piedmont hotel, where 
he had lived for a number of years. 

Mr. Hawkes, a northern man . by 
birth, came south early in life, and 
shortly after coming to Dixie estab- 
lished himself in Atlanta as an op- 
tician. Here ‘he built up’ a splendid 


‘business and made friends by the hun- 


dreds. He was a liberal benefactor and 
donator to many religious and char- 
itable institutions, giving of his means 
so quietly, iowever, chat'but compara- 
tively few knew-of the great work 
which he carried on‘in this ‘way. ‘He 
was a student of sociological condi- 
tions and sought always to place his 
gifts in such a way as to be of the 
most-benefit-to seciety’ * . ..

Mr. Hawkes wes born in. Templeton, 
Mass., June 4, 1848, and at the time 
of his, death -was sixty-eight years of 
age. His educational advantages were 
very limited.- Extensive travel and a 
wide experience of the world gave him 
a culture which owed little or noth- 
ing to the scnools. 

Opens RBasiness in Austin. 

He came south ag a very young man 
and went into business for himself as 
an optician in’ Austin, Texas, in 1870. 
About ten years. later he moved to 
Atlanta, where he established himself 
at 19 Decatur street, under the Kim- 
ball house. After some years he movea 
to 14 Whitehall street (formerly 12 
Whitehall street), which location he 
retained with ths exception of a brief 
interval during which the present 
building was erected until the time 
of fiis death. 

Mr. Hawkes was widely known as a 
philanthropist, but the greater part of 
his benefactions were given in such 
a quiet way that few knew of them 
outside of the beneficiaries directly 
concerned. He was particularly inter- 
ested in ‘saving wayward children to 
a life of usefulness, although he did 
not confine his gifts to the wayward, 
feeling that the prevention of vicious- 
ness through proper education and en- 
vironment would accomplish greater 
results than the uplift of the fallen. 

He is~known as the founder of -the 
Georgia Training School for Girls, a 
gift from him of $10,000 and a lot of 
land having formed the nucleus of that 
state institution. Before it was taken 
over by the state the place was known 
as the Hawkes*Cottage for Girls. The 
gift was made by Mr. Hawkes as a 
memorial to his mother,

To the Young Men’s Christian asso- 
ciation he gave $25,000; also to the 
Baptist tabernacle from time to time 
during the pastuvrate of Dr. L G.

‘HUGHES IS LOSING 


MINNESOTA LEAD 


He Now Has Margin of 
Only 385 Votes Over Wil- 
son—No Upset Expected 
in the California Count. 


St. Paul, Minn., November 15.—With 
forty-six of the eighty-six counties in 
Minnesota having turned in their tab- 
ulation sheets to the secretary of state, 
and with unofficial returns from the 
remainder, including Hennipin and 
Ramsey counties, Mr. Hughes’ plurali- 
ty was cut down to 385. The total 
vote was: Wilson, 177,798; Hughes, 
(178,183. , 

The sheet from Renville county made 
the big difference overdast night’s lead 
of more -than a thousand credited to 
the republican candidate. Hennipin and 
Ramsey returns are expected tomorrow 
and democrats are basing their hopes 
on enough gain for the president in 
those two counties and the other thirty- 
eight not having reported, possibly to 
change the result. 

The official vote, checked over at 
the capitol today, gave Wilson 69598 
and Hughes 80,075, indicating a big 
lead for the republican candidate gut- 
side the twin cities of St. Paul and 
Minneapolis, notwithstanding the plu- 
rality of 1,222 Duluth and St. Louis 
counties gave the president. 

NO UPSET EXPECTED

The Serbian offensive de- 
veloped on November 13 and 14 ard 
brought to our allies a new success.

WHY NOT A NEW COIN? 


Anent a recent one-cent increase in the 
cost per foaf of bread agreed upon by Cali- 
fornia bakers, a paragrapher of The San 
Francisco Chronicle observes: 


“After all, San Francisco will be more 
annoyed at having to handle odd cents 
than = peyes the extra penny for a loaf 
of bread.” 


Whict calls attention to a suggestion 
made mcre or less frequently that the 
United States government adopt and mint a 
new form of coin for the felicitating of 
small business transactions. The sugges- 
tion has ‘nerit, too, for the denominations 
of the coins we have do not meet fully the 
requirements of trade and economy. 

We have the copper cent—or penny— 
the nickel, the dime, the quarter, the half 
dollar and the dollar, of the small coins, and 
the larger ones are compounded from the 
dollar uni. of our currency. The need, to 
make our series of coins all that it might 
be in poini of convenience, is for an inter- 
mediary ccin between the copper cent and 
the nickel. 

Time was, and not far in the past, either, 
when the quarter dollar was the smallest 
- denominat:on of coin with which the Amer- 
ican public had patience, and until quite 
recently the man in the far west who dealt 
im a smaier was looked upon as a “piker.” 
Subsequertiy, however, as the country has 
become mcre populous, the dime and the 
mickel has kept pace in point of general 
use, but the copper penny has been a long 
time in coming. Only within the last 
decade or two, in fact, has it been used out 
there to such an extent as to lift it out of 
the class «i curiosities. 

The westerners do not like pennies; they 


ae annoying little coins, as the paragrapher 


in question suggests. To all of us they are 
more or :ess a nuisance; and the average 
man would rather cheat himself by paying 
ten cetits for seven cents’ worth of bread 
or any other commodity than to have his 
pockets cluttered up with the number of 
the little ecins—extremely bulky in propor- 
tion with their value—ordinarily required 

_ $m the making of the average day’s change. 
_ ‘radesfolk share in this antipathy toward 


the penny. and are driven to the use of it 
only by the exigencies of commerce and the 
lack of a more convenier:, yet equally ade- 
quate, co‘x. | 

At one time Uncle Sam put out a me 
tallic coiz. of the value of three cents. It 
never did meet with popular favor, although 
it was of some service. It was finally aban- 
doned and is minted no more. 

For one thing, the bankers despised the 
three-cent pieces because they were so in- 
convenient to count, in that the monetary 
system of the country—with the exception 
of this coin and copper cents—embrace 
coins only of denominations fractional of 


lar, tenth of a dollar and twentieth of a 
dollar. Too much time was lost—by the 
public as well as the bankers—in the count- 
ing of the three-cent pieces, and the likell- 
hood of e”*rors was too great. 

So, why would not a nickel coin of half 
of the siie of the five-cent piece, and of 
exactly one-half its value—one-fortieth of a 
dollar—be just the thing with which to 
“fill a long-felt want?” 

It appears that during. these times when 
the cost of commodities of every-day con- 
sumption is such that the average citizen 
and the average tradesman must figure so 
closely and must needs “make every cent 
count,” a two and a half-cent piece or “half 
nickel,” not only would be a convenience, 
but is very much needed. 


HELP RAISE THE BALANCE.

ANTICIPATING THE BOLL WEEVIL 


Directly in line with the advice to Geor- 
gia farmers offered by Fuller E. Callaway in 
a communication recently published on this 
page comes a letter from L. EK. Floyd, presi- 
dent of the United Manufacturing and Ware- 
house company, of Chipley, Ga., telling what 
has been done in his community, and urging 
other sections to do likewise. 

The thinking men of Georgia who have 
given the subject study are agreed that our 
future reliance must be centered in live 
stock rather than in cotton as a sole money 
crop. They urge the raising of live stock, 
and making of cotton a surplus crop. Mr. 
Callaway goes back of that,and admonishes 
the farmers first to pay heed to the growing 
of feed crops with which to sustain the hogs 
and cattle, and he urges the building of 
mills in which to prepare the feedstuffs, 
arguing that live stock and packing houses 
naturally will follow as a matter of course. 

Now Mr. Floyd says that the merchants 
and farmers of Chipley and vicinity already 
have made tangible progress along thig line 
—have built a feed mill “that will grind and 
make good feed of anything that is raised 
on the farm, and that has feed value,” and 
“the result,” he says, “has been a wonderful 
success.” : 

The acreage in feed crops, the feed mill 
operating, the experiment proven, the enter- 
prising business men of Chipley,then realiz- 
ing that the increased amount of feedstuffs 
naturally calls for more and better stock, 
began to cast about for better marketing 
facilities. On such a quest they came to 
Atlanta and called upon W. H. White, Jr., 
of the White Provision company, who pio- 
neered the packing house industry in this 
section, and an enthusiastic exponent of the 
doctrine of diversification and live stock 
as a means of the rural advancement of the 
south. 

From Mr. White the delegation received 
all the assurance and encouragement they 
could hope for, and they returned home feel- 
ing satisfied in their minds that, let the 
boll weevil come if it may—its problem is 
solved even before it can do any material 
harm.

Editor Constitution: Realizing that the 
boll weevil will be on us shortly, the mer- 
chants of Chipley have laid plans to meet 
the situation, first by uniting to build 4 
feed mill that will grind and make good feed 
out of anything that is raised on the farm 
that has feed value, and inducing the farm- 
ers to put in feed crops of all kinds, hut 
especially corn and velvet beans. The re- 
sult has been a wonderful success that is 
attracting the attention of progressive peo- 
ple in this section who are coming to Chip- 
ley to see what the mill is doing. 

As this increase in the amount of feed 
stuff on our farms means more cattle and 
better cattle, the question of markets be- 
comes very pertinent; so we went to At- 
lanta and called on Mr. W. H. White ZJr., of 
the White Provision company. 

We were never met with more courtesy, 
Mr. White giving us all of the information 
possible about the cattle end of the business, 
and incidentally we were shown a packing 
plant that is turning out as fine product as 
any plant that we have ever seen in the west. 
We were astonished at the scone of the work, 
and the development that it shows in the 
live stock industry in Georgia. Mr. White 
received his morning mail while we were 
there, and it contained notice of t).e shipment 
of seven cars of hogs from different points 
in Georgia, and representing the purchases of 
the day before. Two cars from Quitman, one 
from Thomasville, one from Edison, one from 
Shellman, one from Cairo, one from Bain- 
bridge and one from Dawson. 

Now, if our people, instead of getting 
panic-stricken over the advent of the wee- 
vil will diversify their crops, and do as we 
are doing, build a feed mill for local use, a 
corn mill and a flour mill, push the live stock 
and patronize their local packing houses and 
thus keep our money at home, we will have 
the boll weevil problem solved.

Transferred from state courts, two dam- 
age suits, each for $30,000, against non- 
resident corporations, were filed in the Unit- 
ed States district court yesterday.

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Will Put Emory University on Plane With Best in Country 
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The J. J. Gray clinic is shown in the upper left hand corner. 
The other building is the new Wesley Memorial hospital. 
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Plans are now complete for the con- 
struction of the new Wesley Memorial 
hospital in connection with the Atlan- 
ta. Medical college and the J. J. Gray 
Clinic of Emory university. The com- 
pletion of this hospital and clinic will 
give to Atlanta and the ‘south and 
Emory university one of the most com- 
plete and costly plants for the instruc- 
tion of students in medicine in the 
country. 

The hospital is tu be located on But- 
ler street, opposite the Grady hospital, 
and immediately adjoining the present 
site of the medicai college. The J. J. 
Gray Clinic will be located on Arm- 
strong street, directly back of the col- 
lege buildings. A commodious nurses’ 
home will alao be erected in connec- 
tion with the hospital and medical col- 
lege. 

All of these buildings will be erect- 
ed around an attractive court which 
will bind the whole into one complete 


unit. 
Out-Patienpt Building. 

The out-patient building, known as 
the J. J. Gray Clinic, is now under con- 
struction. It will be three stories in 
height, and provided with a large wait- 
ing room and office on each floor, with 
the various departments grouped about 
these as a center. On the first floor 
will be the main office, waiting room 
and departments of surgery, medicine 
and social service. and nurses’ work 
room. From this floor passages will 
lead to the medical college building, 
nurses’ home and hospital. 

In the basement will be the depart- 
ments for children, X-ray work and 
orthopedics. On the second floor open- 
ing from the central waiting room will 
be the departments of skin diseases 
wenito-urinary diseases, obstetrics an 
gynecology, 2ye, car, nose and throat, 
and neurology. ‘ihe entire third floor, 
cut off from all possible odors of out- 
patient departments, will be devoted 
to a dormitory for the staff of the 
hospital. It will be provided with 
fourteen bed roonis, accommodating 20 
beds, shower baths and running water 
in all the rooms, with a large club room 
and library in connection. 

The animal rooms and operating suite 
for experimental work will be on the 
roof. <A large elevator and stairways 
will connect all the floors.

will be absolutely fire-proof and fitted 
out with every possible sanitary con- 
venience and equipment. The cost of 
this building will be approximately 
$60,000. 

The nurses’ home will accommodate 
from sixty to seventy-five nurses and 
will be provided with a recreation room, 
lecture rooms and library. It will be 
in close connection through a covered 
passage with the clinic and hospital 
buildings. 

The hospital will contain space for 
two hundred beds, one hundred of 
which will be devoted to free ward 
patients. The first floor will be de- 
voted to the administration offices and 
receiving departments with the hydro 
and electro-therapeutic departments in 
the wing adjacent to the medical col- 
lege buildings. In the wing at rear 
will be located the kitchen and diet 
kitchen departments. The laundry, 
sterilizing departments, storage rooms, 
refrigeration plant, poms ag room and 
morgue will occupy space in the base- 
ment. The two front wings of the sec- 
ond floor will be devoted to medical 
wards for men and women, accommo- 
dating thirty-three beds. 

Fer Private Patients. 

The third, fourth and fifth floors will 
be devoted exclusively to private pa- 
tients. Ample space will be provided 


for visitors, as well as porches for 
patients. Each of these floors will have 
six private baths. 

The front wing of the sixth floor will 
be occupied by the maternity and gyne-' 
cology departments, composed of two 
wards in connection with a nursery and 
delivery rooms. The remainder of the 
floor -will be devoted to rooms for pri- 
vate patients. Surgical wards accom- 
modating thirty beds will oceupy the 
operating suite composed of two ma- 
jor and one minor operating rooms 
each with large windows for northern 
light. 

Only one section of the bulldine will 
be carried up as the eighth floor for use 
of the children’s department. This de- 
partment will be divided into two wings, 
one for medicine and the other for or- 
thopedics. The remainder of the roof 
space over front section will be oc- 
cupied by a large roof garden or play 
space, as shown on picture of hospital. 

A passage from the third floor of the 
hospital will connect it with the med- 
ical college building, where are already 
located a large amphitheater and lec- 
ture room. 


Reinforced Concrete. 
All of the buildings of the, group 


will be constructed of reinforced con- 
paren with an exterior of brick and 


stone, making the building absolutely 
fireproof. The J. J. Gray clinic will 
have a frontage of one hundred feet on 
Armstrong street with a depth to the 
court in rear of sixty feet. The hos- 
pital will front one hundred and nine- 
ty-five feet on Butler street, with a 
total depth through central section of 
ninety feet. The architecture of all 
the buildings will be of the Georgian 
style. 

The clinic building is already in proc- 
ess of construction. As soon as the 
new medical buildings at the univer- 
sity site in Druid Hills have been com- 
pleted in the spring the construction 
of the hospital and remaining build- 
ings of the group will begin. The first 
two years of medical instruction will 
then be carried on at the campus, and 
only the last two years of work at 
the medical college site in town. 


The plans for all of these buildings 
were drawn by Hentz, Reid & Adler, 
of Atlanta. The construction and en- 
gineering will be done by Arthur Tufts, 
who has entire charge of the construc- 
tion of all the buildings for Emory 
university. Mr. Hentz recently took a 
trip to New York when he secured 
criticisms of the plans from Dr. S. 8.

Congressman Adamson indicated that 
one of the dams would probably be 
below West Point, one probably near 
West Point and the other probably the 
Franklin dam.

It was explained that 
arrivals of wheat in Great Britain were 
| scanty and that millers’ demands were 
increasing. Morsover, Argentine crop 
advices proved bullish and foreigners 
seemed eager to acquire Chicago con- 
tracts for future deliveries, Soon, 
however, the market headed downward 
faster than it had gone.up. Bears 
were making. much of the peace inter- 
view from Count Apponyi, the Hun- 
garian leader, and it was not until the 
last fifteen minutcs of the session that 
the bulls again obtained control of the 
market, 

Announcement of the complete with- 
drawal of Argentina offers of wheat to 
Europe was coupled here with earlier 
,advices implying that the government 
| of Argentina was contemplating a pos- 
sible embargo. 

Much late buying resulted also from 
reports credited to the Northwestern 
‘Grain Dealers’ association, saying that 
‘the Canadian prairie crop was 182,000,- 

000 bushels less than last year’s total 
and that only 43,670,000 bushels was 
now left in farmers’ hands. 
; Corn swayed with wheat. Bullish 
Argentine reports were in a measure 
offset by assertions that rural do- 
i mestic offerings of corn to arrive here 
| had noticeably increased. Demand from 
the seaboard helped to uphold the oats 
market. The Canadian northwest crop 
was estimated to be 61,000,000 bushels 
less than in 19165. 

Provisions gave way on account of 
weakness in the price of hogs. Later, 
though, packers buying led to some-

Food Controller Coming. 

Mr. Runciman in his speech announc- | 
ed the imminent appointment of a food 
controller with full power over all de- 
partments concerned in food supplies, 
and immediate measures to restrict the 
luxurious use of sugar, to prevent waste 
and to making of large profits in po- 
tatoes and milk and for forbidding the 
milling of pure white flour. He said 
also that the government would ask 
new powers under the defense of the 
realm Act to deal with all attempts to 
exploit public necessities. 

These measures, Mr. Runciman ex- 
plained, would be temporary, but if 
they were found insufficient it might 
become necessary to have recourse in 
food tickets. 

The speech of the president of the 
board of trade was welcomed in all 
parts of the house. Sir Edward Car- 
son, on behalf of the opposition, and 
George J. Wardle, for the laborites, 
agreed that the house was ready to 
grant the power asked without the for- 
mality of a bill. 

Dealing with the wheat question, Mr. 
Runciman said the . government had 
taken full advantage of the abundant 
harvests of Canada and_= Australia, 
which had been augmented by an enor- 
mous production in the United States, 
but that next year the country would 
have to depend to a large extent on 
Australia. Arrangements with Austra- 
lia, he added, were rather a question 
of stimulating not production, but 
transportation. 

Tonnage Requisitioned. 

Already a large block of tonnage had 
been requisitioned and was on its way 
to Australia, Mr. Runciman continued. 
The transport difficulty had been en- 
hanced by the need of coming to the 
assistance of France and Italy, but the 
government had taken the right step in 


regarding that the whole of the entente 
allied wheat shipment should be dealt 
with by one requisitioned fleet. He em- 
phasized the importance of transport 
and the absolute necessity of shipping 
being regarded as serving the national 
interests when it was conveying food 
to the kingdom. 

Mr. Runciman also referred to the 
constant difficulty and anxiety of sat- 
isfying in this respect the conflicting 
interests of the naval and the merchant 
service, especially considering the fact 
that Great Britain was called upon to 
provide not only for its own needs, but 
those of her allies.
